Every essential feature of the arrangements originally pro- 
posed has been retained. In one respect only has there been 
a departure, and that is the exclusion of the treatment of 
venereal disease, owing to unreasoning prejudice. ‘ 

Within the scope of the scheme there has been no definite 
#dvance in the limited range of services, but, following the 
division of the county into hospital areas for treatment, the 
bacteriological work ‘of the county council has now been 
distributed between the three hospital laboratories. 


Medical Advisory Committee. 

The committee cogsists of equal numbers of representatives 
of the staffs of the three hospitals and the representatives 
elected by the general practitioners on the out-patient rota. 
The Medical Services Committee of the county council adminis- 
tering the scheme have co-opted the chairman of the Medical 
Advisory Committee as a member without a vote, and all 
reports are presented through him. The medical personnel of 
‘the scheme, is appointed by the county council on the recom- 
mendation of the advisory committee, and in one instance has 
removed a name from the reta on the recommendation of that 
committee. It has proved that frequent meetings of the 
Medical Advisory Committee are not necessary, but the managing 
committee refers to it all medical matters—treatment, fees, 
developments of work, ete.—and in every instance its recom- 
mendations have been accepted. 


Co-operation among Staff. 

During the eight years the number of doctors engaged has 
been 90—21 in hospital and 69 general practitioners. Though it 
cannot be claimed that there have been striking developments 
from their association, it is not unfair to say that man 
members of the profession have been brought into relation with 
their fellows in a manner which has increased their mutual 
interest in the patients under their common care. An impor- 
tant detail of the scheme is an arrangement whereby in places 
where there are two or more practitioners, they take duty in 
turn for six months in an order decided by the practitioners 
themselves. It was anticipated by some that this arrangement 
would introduce almost insurmountable difficulties, but in 
practice no information of any such difficulty has reached the 
committee. That this is so may be partly attributable to the 
fact that the committee’s arrangements have been made so 
that unsuitable cases are excluded. Thus, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Medical Advisory Committee. authority has been 
given to the medical officers to exclude from the out-station 
services persons who can afford to provide any special care they 
require, provided the fact is reported to the Medical Services 
Committee subsequently. It may also be ceneiuded that the 
absence of friction in = part of the county is due to the 
harmonious manner in which the medical practitioners have 
co-operated with the county council in providing treatment 
at the public expense which the profession recognizes as neces- 
sary for the benefit of the community. 


Nursing Arrangements. 

At the out-stations other than those at local hospitals, the 
Gistrict nurses have been in charge. The duties have provided 
them with a new interest, and their association with this 
branch of the activities of the county counci! has been as happy 
as in other directions. 


Cost of the Service. 

Not only have the desired services been provided in a satis- 
factory manner by the use of existing agencies, but the cost has 
proved to be reasonable. The capital expenditure in connexion 
with the out-stations originally opened was borne half by the 
generous grant of the British Red Cross Society and by the 
county council—£400 and £600 to the Chipping Sodbury and 
Cirencester Hospitals, and £841 for the provision of a new 
out-station at Chipping Campden. The cost of a separate out- 
station, consisting of consulting room, waiting room, two 
dressing rooms, and offices, including equipment, averages £900. 

The maintenance expenditure for 3, attendances in 1922 
was £2,392, and for 14.379 attendances in 1928, £5,436 (exclusive 
of orthopaedic treatment). The average cost per attendance 
was 15s. 6d. in 1922, and 7s. 6d. in 1928. The average cost 
for medical services only at the out-stations was Is. 6d. per 
attendance in 1928. ° 

Conclusion. 

It may be concluded that the experience of the past eight 
years has fully proved the possibility—and the great advantages 
—of happy co-operation between local authority, hospitals, and 


services in a satisfactory manner. The range of these sepy:

LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 
A MEETING of the London Panel Committee, with Dr. H. J. CarpaLe 


in the chair, was held on January 21st. 


Alleged Exccssive Prescribing. 

The Cuarraan stated that, in a case of alleged excezsive pre- 
seribing on the part of two practitioners, on which the commitice 
had previously reporicd, the Minister was dissatisfied with the 
decision of the committee, and directed that an inquiry be held 
by referees, as provided for in the regulations. The report of 
the inquiry now showed that the referces had confirmed the view 
of the Panel Commiitee. He believed this was the first case 
of the kind in which an appeal by the Minister against the 
Panel Committee had failed. In another case in which excessive 
prescribing was alleged ‘ against a partnership of four practi- 
tioners, the Panel Committee had found excess to the amount 
of £99 during the quarter. Both the practitioners and the Minister 
were dissatisfied with the decision, and in consequence an inquiry 
was held. The referees appraised the loss to the Drug Fund 
at not less than £150. The question of penalty would be dealt 
with by the Insurance Committee at its next meeting. (At the 
meeting of the Insurance Committee the penaliy imposed was 
£100; see report of the commiitee below. 


The National Formulary. 

- A question was raised as to the ordering of preparations in the 
National Formulary. A member stated that, when ordering certain 
preparations, such as gargles, by the short National Formulary 
title, he found that the chemists did not put the directions 
at the end of the formula on the jabel of the medicine container. 
He desired io know whether it was necessary for the practitioner 
to write out those directions in such cases, or whether, in the 
absence of any directions from the practitioner, the chemist was 
under any obligation to put the directions printed at the end 
of the appropriaic formula on the label. Dr. Heaup, speaking 
asa member of the National Formulary Commiitze, said that it 
was the intention that the pharmacists should write these directions 
in the absence of any directions from ihe doctor. The CHarrMan 
said that it would be a useful point on which to obtain.a ruling 
from the Insurance Acts Commitiee, and this course would be 
taken. 
Claim for Payment of Anacsthetist. 

The commitiee debaied at some Jength a claim for payment for 
the attendance of a second* practitioner to administer a general 
anaesthetic when the operation was ene for the removal of teeth. 
Some members desired that only a_ half-guinea fee should be 
allowed insiead of the one guinea claimed. Eventually the claim 
was referred back for further consideration. 


Wording of Notiecs of Withdrawal. 

The wording of the notice sent by the Insurance Committee 
to insured persons on the list of a practitioner who retired or 
removed from the area was brought forward. The Carman 
said that the phrascology was a lttile unfortunate in that it 
was liable to give the mistaken impression that the practitioner 
had been removed from the list for some misdemeanour, and it 
had been so read by ceriain persons. It was agreed to make an 
effort to get ib re-wordcd, and to ask the Insurance Acis Committee 
to bring the matier before the Minisiry. 


Representation of the Pancl Committce on Hospitals 
Committees. 

It was reported that a deputation had had an interview with 
the Medical Officer io the London County. Council to urge repre- 
sentation of insurance practitioners on the committees and sub- 
committees set up by the Council to administer the Local Govern- 
ment Act. Dr. Menzies had suggested that the best way was 
to apply for representation on the General Hospitals Commitiee 
and on the Local Hospitals Committees in the several districts. 
On approaching Dr. Florence Barrie Lambert, chairman of the 
Ceniral Public Healih Committee, the deputation were informed 
that so many applications for co-opiion by bodies representing 
all sorts of interesis had been reeeived that the Council had 
decided not to accord representation to any outside bodies, but 
that any person desiring: co-option must apply individually. A 
circular letter had therefore been addressed to all members of 
the Panel Committee urging them to apply for co-option on the 
district. commiitees. 


LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 
A wretinc of the London Tnsurance Committee was held at the 


County Hall on January 23rd, with Mr. T. B. Layton in the chair. 


Execssive Prescribing: £100 Penalty. 
A case of excessive prescribing, which had been the subject of 
a2 inquiry by the Ministry of Health, was brought forward. It 


concerned four practitioners in partnership in one of the worst 
slum areas of London. Their prescribing during the second quarter 
of 1928 had been found by the Panel Committee io be im excess 
by £99 of what was reasonably necessary for the adequate treat- 
ment of insured persons on their lists. Both the Minister and the 
practitioners were dissatisfied with the decision of the Panel 
Commitice, and the matter was submitted to referees. The report 
of the referees stated that the average number of insured persons 
on the panel list of these practitioners was 9,422, and that during 
the quarter in question 3,196 were treated: Preseriptions to the 
number of 22,326, or 6.9 prescriptions per patient under treatment, 
were given. The prescriptions issued per person on the list were 
114 per cent. above the areal average, although the total cost per 
prescriplion was only very slightly above the mean. An extra- 
ordinary number of multiple prescriptions were given at one 
time to one patient. Thus, in 1,547 prescriptions for cod-liver oil 
and malt, in only 2 per cent. was this the only prescription on 
the script. Sometimes there were four or six prescriptions on one 
script, each prescription carrying its own dispensing fee, so that 
a single visit to the doctor frequently entailed dispensing fees at 
1s. 3d. to 1s. 9d., apart from the cost of the drugs. Many scripts 
were issued in which an iron salt was given simultaneously in 
mixture -and in pill form, thus entailing .a double dispensing fee. 
Sometimes the dispensing fees were apparently unnecessarily in- 
creased by the ordering of tariff items, diluted. Ointments were 
commonly ordered in quantities of 2 or 3 oz. instead of the 
customary 1 oz. Cod-liver oil was practically always given in the 
more expensive and comparatively inefficient form -of malt and cil 
(15 per cent.), of which nearly three-quarters of a ton was con- 
sumed during the quarter. The practitioners explained this high 
figure by the poor state of nutrition of a number of their patients. 
The referees recognized that the practitioners had organized a 
highly efficient treatment centre in a poverty-stricken neighbour- 
hood, where the conditions of life were very unfavourable and the 
chances of maintaining health were poor indeed. Nevertheless they 
had regretfully come to the conclusion that the evidence showed 
a considerable expenditure on drugs and medicines beyond what 
was reasonably necessary. The wholesale administration of cod- 
- liver oil in an insurance practice could only be held to be necessary 
if it was regarded as an experiment, and such an experiment, to 
be legitimate, must be conducted under experimental conditions. 
The prescriptions showed a thoughtless profusion and lavishness 
in prescribing, which went far beyond what was reasonably neces- 
sary for the treatment of patients having regard to the fact that 
public money was being expended. The loss to the Drug Fund 
during the quarter could not be assessed at less than £150. The 
referecs added: “The high ideals with which the members of 
the firm are possessed are quite admirable, but it is impossible 
to counienance such idealism at the expense of a limited public 
fund earmarked for a specifje purpose only.”” They added that 
the object of the proceedings was deterrent and not punitive, and 
therefore they recommended that the penalty should not be more 
than sufficient to exercise that deterrent effect. 

The recommendation before the Insurance Committee was that 
the Minister of Health should be requested te withhold £100 from 
the money payable to the committee in respect of medical benefit 
with a view to a corresponding amount being deducted from the 
remuneration of the practitioners concerned. 

An amendment to refer the maiter back for further consideration 
was lost by 15 votes to 2, and a further amendment to reduce the 
penalty to £50 was lost by 16 to 4. The original recommendation 
was carried. 


Account Rendercd by Insurance Practitioncr: Consure 
and £100 Fine, 

A recommendation was brought forward by the Medical Service 
Subcommittee relating to an insurance practitioner who had treated 
an insured person on his list—a domestic servant—for an injury 
to her thumb received in the course of her employment, and 
afterwards had written to her as follows: ‘‘ Enclosed please find 
a detailed account of the services rendered in connexion with your 
injured thumb. Excluding all those under the National Health 
Insurance Regulations, an ‘exclusive fee of £30 would be very fair 
and reasonable, and I should be glad of a settlement in due 
course.”? In evidence before the subcommittee, the practitioner 
siated that it was not his intention that the insured person herself 
should pay his account, but that it was sent by him to her on 
the advice of counsel, and it was intended that. sxe should bring 
it to the notice of her employer, who, in turn, would claim the 
amount from the insurance company. The officer of the insurance 
company stated that it had been proposed that the patient should 
receive £25 by way of settlement of her claim and that, as the 
policy provided for the payment of a sum of £5 for medical 
expenses, this amount would have been paid to the doctor if 
it had been held that the services he rendered were such as 
did not fall within his obligations as an insurance practitioner 
under the Act. But, in fact, his claim, made immediately after 
the completion of the case, that the treatment provided by him 
involved the application of special skill and experience for which 
a fee would be proper, had been rejected by the Local Medical 
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Committce and the Insurance Committee. The report of the 
Medical Service Subcommittee stated : ‘‘ Even accepting the practi- 
tioner’s own contention that treatment for the first four days was 
asked for and received as for a private patient—a contention which 
we have definitely rejected—and bearing in mind that a ruling 
had long since been given that the service was not a specialist 
service, the account can only be considered as, in effect, covering 
a demand for payment for the whole of the practitioner’s services 
rendered in connexion with the case. In the form in which it is 
prepared it is hardly too strong to characterize. it as an attempt 
to obtain money under false pretences.’”’ It was added that the 
practitioner had previously been the respondent in two cases in 
which it was alleged that he had improperly sought to obtain, 
or had obtained, the payment of fees to which he was not 
entitled. In the first of these, he was severely censured and 
required to make a refund to the widow of the patient, and, in 
the second, he was censured and a sum of £25 was withheld from 
his remuneration. 

The committee unanimously agreed, in the present case, that the 
practitioner should be severely censured, that the Minister should 
be asked to withhold the sum of not less than £100, and that, 
in view of his previous record, a representation should be made to 
the Ministe? that the continuance of his name on the Medical List 
would be prejudicial to the efficiency of the medicai service of the 
insured.

Midwifery Fees. 

Srr,—The reply of Miss Frances Ivens (Supplement, February 
Ist, p. 35) to my letter, published on January 18ih (p. 23), 
is just what I expected. As an ounce of practical experience 
is worth several pounds of armchair theory perhaps my expe- 
rience may be useful. For the past two years, since the advent 
ef a district nurse who objects to tackling a primipara without 
the support of a doctor, I have tried to work a similar scheme 
to that suggested by the Medical Women’s Federation—namely, 
that I undertook the ante-natal supervision, and should attend 
the confinement if necessary. So far I have been sent for in 
every case, however normal. 

If this scheme is universally adopted we shall have to attend 
100 per cent. of actual confinements—not the 10 to 20 per cent. 
suggested—because the expectant mother will consider that, 
as the doctor has been ‘‘ booked,’’ he must always be sent for. 
Therefore the suggested fees are quite inadequate.—I am, etc.,

Srr,—I write in support of Dr. Gibson and in reply to Miss 
Frances Ivens regarding the Medical Women’s Federation pro- 
posal. This appears to be another scheme where the experts 
work out figures for what should happen, and if they are wrong 
the doctor stands to lose. The proportion of abnormal cases is 
estimated at 25 per cent., but under the scheme we may find 
ourselves called out to attend numbers of cases which are not 
really abnormal. The patient’s friends will know from the press 
that the doctor is paid for, will wish to send for him on the 
slightest sign of delay, and only the most confident and masterly 
of midwives will prevent them. 

We should ask fair payment for all work done, and not agree 
to being underpaid for one job and overpaid for another, 
trusting to the balance being in our favour—it is bad business 
(see Dr. Specklin’s lecture in the Supplement of January 25th 
on contract practice).—I am, etc.,
